He said he took that course rather 
with a view to aiding the defendant to 
control his tongue than for the pur¬ 
pose ol punishment. 

\v lmesses were introduced by Mr. 
Mean to testify to the language used 
toward him by Dr. Hatfield last Sat¬ 
in nay morning. K. N. Mead and J. 
F. {Sullivan quoted language which if 
pi in led would keep a paper from tlie 
mads, also to the presence of Mrs. 
Sullivan. Dr. Hatlield admitted the 
use of the language but said he did not 
regard it as particularly stroijg and 
uenied knowledge of the presence of 
w mien w ithin hearing. 

i ne testimony was followed by 
o ngthy addresses to the jury by com¬ 
plainant and defendant. Mr. Mead de¬ 
manded a verdict of guilty as a meas¬ 
ure of protei lion to the* public from 
outbursts which he said past events 
had* show n might be expected at any 
time. Dr. Hatiield reviewed some of 
Hie history of his relations with Mr. 
Mead in which he sought to show the 
latter bad s,» wronged and annoyed him 
that lie thought he had sufficient prov¬ 
ocation for the language used. Mr. 
.Viead replied that lie had papers In 
his possession which would clearly dis¬ 
prove these charges. He asked the 
Jury for a verdict in accordance with 
the evidence, and requested the court 
to put the defendant under bond to 
Keep the peace if found guilty.

Mr. Mead accepted all veniremen with¬ 
out a question, blit Dr. Hatlield by his 
questions showed an inclination to re¬ 
ject anyone connected with the com¬ 
plainant's church or lodge, or with the 
Hoard of Trade.

It was an expectant audience which 
filled the auditorium of the Woman's 
<-'lul» House Monday evening to hear 
Dr. William Carter of New York tell 
of the program a>f the International 
Peace and Industrial Forum of which 
he Is secretary. They were rewarded 
with one of the Finest oratorical efforts 
which has been heard in Sierra Madre, 
and were given many things to pon¬ 
der. 

After the introduction by Mayor 
•lores Dr. Carter prefaced his address 
with a few remarks on suffrage, hav- 
I ing seen a woman vote for the first 
lime that day in the I-si.s Angeles city 
election, and voiced his approval of 
suffrage as he had seen ii in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Numerous opinions nl men of affairs, 

! including military men, were quoted to 
■ prove the futility of war. its horrors 
Were ably emphasised. The desirabil¬ 
ity of international peace was shown 
and the history of the modern peace 
movement reviewed. Business men 
were shown to have been the real 
le tders in the peace movement, being 
keen to see the wasteful loss of war- 
hire, both in money and in the best 
tepresentatives of the race. 

I nternational Police Force 

I >r. Cai ter showed that the Hague 
Tribunal lias been able to accomplish 
i great deal in the few years of its 
existence, but argued that nations will 
i continue to g.i to war as long as they 
observe the old adage, "In time of 
peace prepare for war." His peace 
program called for disarmament by the 
nations, but for the maintenance of an 
' international military or police force 
•n lam] and sea, to which each nation 
1 -houid contribute its quota. The com- 
! maml would be neutral and the force 
sufficient to quell disorder* and to en- 
| force the edit'll) of the Hague Tri- 
| Ituttal in eases of international arbitra¬ 
tion. 

But, argued Dr. Carter, how can we 
! consistently go before the world with

W K. Slants, secretary and treas¬ 
urer of the company, said a new hotel 
will be built on tlte site of the de¬ 
stroyed building as early as possible. 
He plaeeti the loss at between $15,000 
and $30,000, insured for about $8,000. 

The burned building was one of the 
most remarkable in Southern Califor¬ 
nia if only for the fact that most of 
| the lumber used in its construction 
j was taken up the mountain on the 
: hacks of burros. It lias been visited by 
thousands of people from all parts of 
1 the United States as well as Canada 
I and tlte old world, most of whom have 
\ passed through Sierra Madre on the 
trip. 

Tlie officers of the Pasadena and 
Mount Wilson Stage Line and Hotel 
Company, owners of the burned build¬ 
ing, arc John H Holmes, president: W 
S Wright, vice president; William R. 
Staats, secretary and treasurer. Tlie 
company lias had to combat many dif¬ 
ficulties and to overcome many obsta¬ 
cles. Till' loss of the hotel will not be 
allowed to interfere with its progres¬ 
sive policy in the way of maintaining 
Ihe Mount Wilson resort as one of Ihe 
most attractive in the country.

At mention of the* citrus growing 
industry of tlu* far west one thinks at 
once of orange and lemon groves in 
California a sort of colored picture- 
book story of sunlight and orchards 
that are as picturesque as gardens 
i >r. if your mind has an economic hern, 
(hen you think of the most perfect sys¬ 
tem of <•■ -operation known among the 
producers of the United tSates. 

"Hut how many people who know of 
the picturesquesness of the citrus 
groves In Sunny California also know 
about a "slush fund" of $200,000 a year 
maintained by the Lemon Trust of 
Italy to smash the system of co-op¬ 
era t ion that sustains those fair citrus 
groves of tin* Southwest." writes Miss 
\gnes C. I.aut in April issue of Sun¬ 
set .Magazine. Site then goes on to 
prove that tariff revision may hand 
Americans a lemon and a foreign one 
at that, and she shows why the Cali¬ 
fornia Citrus League is being libeled 
at a "trust” in the interest of the real 
tiling in Italy. Incidentally, the color 
illustrations to her article ought to 
make the rankest free trader hesitate 
to blight the beauty of these American 
landscapes, to say nothing of placing 
in tlie hands of unscrupulous brokers 
in New York the power to kill our own 
industry and then advance prices on 
tile greatly needed citrus fniits until 
tin y will practically in* prohibitive as 
far as the greater proportion of Amer¬ 
ican consumers is concerned. 

It is, of course, the hope of every 
citrus grower that the combined ef¬ 
forts being exerted in favor of con¬ 
tinuing unmolested the tariff on citrus 
imports will win. hut until the danger 
point is passed unbroken vigilance 
must be maintained.

Industrial Warfare— 

In speaking of industrial warfare 
Dr. Carter overlooked one important 
point. His references to dynamite and 
strike violence might have conveyed 
the impression that industrial warfare 
is waged by workers only. Recent pub¬ 
lic investigation into the relation be¬ 
tween low wages, vice and the living 
conditions of workers show that the 
most pitiless and relentless warfare is 
not waged by workers but by employ¬ 
ers. It is not true that while the rich 
grow richer the poor grow" poorer. In 
truth, while there seems to be no lim¬ 
it on accumulation by the rich, these 
recent revelations have shown clearly 
that there is a limit beyond which the 
poor cannot grow poorer—starvation 
or some worse death. Now apologists 
both for the dynamiter and the guilty 
employer use the same plea—that the 
individual is not responsible, being the 
helpless instrument of an aeonoruic 
system over which he has no control. 
Whether we grant this point or not I 
cannot avoid the conclusion that the 
industrial warfare will continue just 
as long as the distribution of the 
fruits of industry are so unequal as 
they now are.
